E .E. Simmons 

The mind is the understanding 
whereby we distinguish between good 
and evil, lawful and unlawful. I find 
that there are two minds—the spirit- 
ual and the carnal, and to be spirit- 
ually minded is life and peace, but to 
be carnal minded is death. Now we 
will notice the spiritual mind a little. 
To be spiritually minded is life and 
peace. Notice it says, “Life and peace.” 
This means vree from division and 
strife, that we have the understand- 
ing and we are dead to our own na- 
tural ways and are walking in the 
light of God and are led by the Spirit 
of God, 

I have had some to teii me that we 
were divided in our minds, but were 
not divided in heart, but I want to 
say to this that the disciples said 
they had the mind of Christ. 1 Cor. 
2:16. In 1 Cor. 1:13 the question is 
asked, Is Christ divided? And to this 
I say no, yes a thousand times no. And 
he prayed for his followers to be one 
as he and the father are one. In the 
Bible, in 1 Cor. 12:12, we read, For 
as the body is one and has many mem- 
bers, and all the members of that one 
body being many are one body, so al- 
so is Christ, for by one spirit are we 
all baptized into one body, whether 
we be Jews or Gentiles, whether we 
be bond or free, and have been all 
made to drink into one spirit for the 
body is not one member, but many. 
If the foot shall say because I am not 
the hand, I am not the body, is it 
therefore not of the body? And if the 
ear shall say, because I am not the 
eye I am not of the body, is it there- 
fore not of the body? If the whole 
body were an eye, where were the 
hearing? If the whole body were hear- 
where were the smelling, but now 
hath God set the members, everyone 
of them, in the body, as it hath pleas- 
ed Him, and if they were all one 
member where were the body, but 
now are they many members, yet but 
one body. And the eye cannot say to 
the hand, I have no need of thee, nor 
again, the hand to the foot, I have 
no need, of you. So here in this twelf- 
th chapter of lst Cor. the writer takes 
the human body to _ illustrate’ the 
Church—the body. We find that the 
human mind leads the body. The mind 
is in the head and Christ is the head 
of the Church and the disciples said 
they had the mind of Christ. In this 
type of the Church, he shows the per- 
fect man as a type of the perfect 
church with the one mind and the 
one spirit, and the ones that creep 
in unaware with another mind _ al- 
Ways causes trouble. James says, A 
double-minded man is unstable in all 
his ways. We find in 1 Jno. 2:19, 
where some went out from us, but 
they were not of us. If they had been 
of us, they would no doubt have con- 
tinued with us. Jude says, Some crept 
in unaware, who were before of old 
ordained to this condemnation, un- 
godly men. 2 Tim. 3:8. Men of cor- 
rupt minds, reprobate concerning the 
faith. Now the disciples said they 
had the mind of Christ and they were 
in perfect agreement and in LEphe- 
sians 5th chapter the writer takes a 
man and his wife to illustrate Christ’s 
relation to His church, and says that 
@ man shall leave father and mother 
and be joined to his wife and they 
twain shall be one flesh. Now I was 
not born my wife’s husband, but we 
got to the place we agreed, and of 
course our love for one another in- 
creased until we decided to be joined 
together, but we were not husband 
and wife until we were so joined to- 
gether.
